Address by Hx-United stetes Senator N. 
„ BM of Colorado The Adoption of 
the Gold or Single Standard Invari- 
ebiy Féowed by Poverty and Depres- 
sion—The Great Divergence Between 
the Iwo Money Metals—General Pro-

Cnrcaco, Aug. 2.—The delegates to the Na- 
tional Bi-Metallic Convention were a little 
late in assembling this morning, the evening 
session of last night having been prolonged 
to so late an hour that a quorum was not 
present at 9:30 this forenoon. General good 
humor prevalled over the prospect that the 
financial troubles that have been embarrass- 
ing the Finance Committee would be satis- 
factorily adjusted. When the convention 
yesterday found the First Methodist Church 
too small, and it was imperative that 
u larger hail be secured, the proprietor of 
the Central Vusic Hall exactedarental of 
$400 for the use of the hall for two days. 
There were a great many protests against 
this charge, but the committee was in a 
quandary and time pressing and the terms 
were reluctantly agreed to. Considerable 
trouble was experienced in raising the 
money, a local Finance Committee having 
practically pledged itself to provide a ball 
free of expense to the delegates. 
This morning several wealthy del- 
egates came to the rescue of the local 
committee, and in a few minutes sufficient 
money was raised and all the obligations of 
the convention promptly discharged. The 
agent of the building, who had posted him 
golf at the door early this morning and re- 
fused to open the door till ex-Senator Hill, 
ex-Congressman Symes and C. 8. Thomas 
had personally guaranteed the rent, retired 
with a profusion of apologies for nis hasty 
action. 

When President Thurman called the con- 
vention to order, Mr. J. 8. Daugherty of 
Texas made the following motion: ‘‘Thata 
committee of one member from each State 
be appointed to devise a plan and provide 
ways and means for impressing on Congress 
and the people of the country the impending 
peril now threatening the ruin of our 
material interests and of which we have only 
had a foretaste of the results which are sure 
to follow the establishment and continuance 
of gold as the exclusive measure of value in 
this country, and that the committee report 
tothe convention the plan for appropriate 
action.“ 1 

After some diseussion “the matter was re- 
ferred tothe Committee on Resolutions. 

Atelegram from District Assembly, No. 4, 
K. of L., St. Louis, sending greetings and 
stating the Assembly has passed resolutions 
demanding the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver ata rate of 16 to 1 was read. 

Ex-United States Senator N. P. Hill of Col- 
orado addressed the convention on the silver 
question for nearly an hour. His arguments 
were chiefly based on statistics tending 
to show tue adoption of gold or 
single standard in any country 
had invariably been followed @y poverty and 
depression. He said the divergence between 
the value of gold and silver as metals is now 
greater than whenthe United States Com- 
migsion made its famous report, and no 
boundary can now be set tothe divergence 
that may be reached hereafter, especially if 
the foremost silver-producing country in the 
world shall lend itself to the attempt 
made to establisha universal gold stand 
dard. The scarcity of gold has 
nothing to do with the present depression. 
The amount of money now locked up is more 
than double the amount of gold now in the 
country. Thesupposition that by repealing 
the Sherman act and thus bringing ona 
great fall in the price of the metal we could 
coerce Europe into a bimetallic treaty isa 
snare. If we are driven by conspiracy to 
resort to a single standard in the country we 
should by all means use silver. [Applause]. 
If we restore glilver to its old place as a 
money metal by its unlimited coinage and if 
under the force of circumstances order which 


wejhave no control our gold should be drained 
away, We will still maintain the first position 
among the nations ofthe world and we will 
compel England, Germany and France to at 
once adopt bimetallism. ‘Great Applause. 
In the conclusion ot his address ex- Senator 
Hin sad: It is not Western Europe whois 
the master of the situation, but the United 
States. Wehave had a bimetallic currency 
since the frst settlement of America. 
All our traditions are bimeta!- 
lic. In the constitution of our present 
form of Government, now more than 
acentury.old, bimetallism is immovably im- 
bedded. The judgment of the country is un- 
doudte iy in favor of continuing in the old 
way. In all events we will, by maintaining 
our double standard law, mae to mankind a 
standing offer. to continue in the old way by 
keeping our mints always open to al! comers 
for the coinage of cold at the rate in silver of 
1 to 6 But if Western Europe per- 
severes in measures which raise 
such a height that it 
s away from us because we cannot retain 
it in monetary use without intolerable sacri- 
fices, and if silver becomes at last our sole 
metallic money itis this country which will 
be carried to a pitch of A transcend.

THE PLATFORM. 


The Planks on Which the Bi-metallists 


Will Stand. 
The following is the platform adopted by 


the Convention to-day: 


Whereas, Bi-metallismis ancient as human his- 
tory, for certainly more than 3,000 years gold and 
silvercame down through the ageshand in hand, 
their relations to each other having varied but a few 
points in all that time, and then almost invariably 
through legislation; and 

Whereas, The two metals are named together, in- 
dissolubly united in the concstitutien of the United 
States as the money basis of this country, placed 
there by George Washington and his associates, sub- 
sequently indorsed and defended by Andrew Jackson 
and Abe Lincoln; aad, 

W hereas, Silver, one of these ancient metals, was 
in the year 1873, withoutany previous demand by 
any political party, and by any part of the people, 
or even by any newspapers, and without public dis- 
cussion whatever, stricken from the piace it had 
oceupied since the days 0 Abra- 
ham, and with such secrecy that all along 
Allan G. Thurman, dames Beck, Wm. M. Stewart, 
Daniel Voorhees, Jas. G. Blaine, then Speaker of 
the House; James A. Garfield, Wm. D. Relly and 
others present and veting for tie Dill as Senators 
and Representatives, — r and repeatedly 
and publiely declared they did not know until long 
after that so grave and greata change had been 
made in the financial system fouaded by the fathers 
of the Republic, aud, 

Whereas, The debates In Congress show that the 
parentage of the measure was in part ascribed by 
the friends of the bill to one Ernest Syd. a London 
banker, who, itis claimed, was sent over to Wash- 
ingtom bythe mopey classes of the Old Worid, to 
— its passage by secret aud corrupt means; 
and, 

\ hereas, President Grant, who signed the bill, 
declared long after that he die not know it demon- 
etized silver; and, 

Whereas, The purpose of this attack upon ene of 
the two ancient metals of the world was, by striking 
down one-half of the money supply, te- 
wit: silver, to the value of the 
remainder; gold, by it the equivalent 
efmore of everything and produced b 
the labor of man, thus reduciag the price of al 
coinmodaities, arresting enterprisé, impoverishing 
the toller and degrading mankind. That these 
results were not onl inevitable but fore- 
seen, appears by the following language, used 
at that time dy he then resident 
of the Bank of France, who seid: I bya stroke of 
the penthey suppress one ef the metals in the 
monstary service, they double the demand for the 
other metal, to the ruin of all debtors. And, 

Whereas, The consequences thus prophesied, are 
new upon the people of the whoie world. We stan! 
in the midet of distress and in the shadew 
of impending calamities, which are beyond 
estiinate. The ruling industry sof the people 
which inhabit ome-third of the area of this couatry 
has been stricken down, the property values de- 
stroyed and the workmen compelled to fly as if 
from pestilence.

1. That there must be no compromise of 
this question. All legisiation demonetiz- 
ing silver and restraining coinage 
thereof must be immediately and completely re- 
pealed an act restoring the coinage to the conditions 
established by the founders of the nation, and which 
continued forjover 2 years without complaint 
from fany part. of our people. Every hour's 
delay in undoing the corrupt work 
of Ernest Syd and our foreign enemies 
is an Insult to the dignity of the American people, a 
crushing burden on their prosperity and an attempt 
to place us again under the yoke from which George 
Washington and his compatriots rescued us. * 
protest against the financial policy being made 
dependent upon the epinions or policiesof any 
foreign Goverament and assert the power of tris 
nation to stand or its own feet and legislate for it- 
self upon all subjects. 

2 Weassert that the only remedy for our metallic 
financia! troubles is to open the mints of the nation 
to gold and silver on the equal terms of the old ratio 
of sixteen of silver to one of 4 ad. Wee ver 
silver bullion can be exchanged at the mints 
for legal tender silver doliars werth 100 cents eaeh, 
that moment 412% grains of standard silver will be 
worth 100 cents; and as commerce equalizes the

3. That while the Sherman act of 1890 was a de- 
vice of an enemy to prevent the restoration of free 
coivage, and is greatly objectionable because it con- 
tinues the practical exclusion of silver 
from the mints, and reduces it from 
a money metal to a commercial com- 
modity, nevertheless, as its repeal, without the 
restoration of free Coinage, would stop the expansioa 
of our currency required by our owth in popu-

We are con- 
vinced that bad as is the 
affairs here t would have 
worse but for the Sherman act, by which the 
nation has obtained to some extent an expinding 
circulation to meet the demands of a continent in 
process of celonization and the business needs of the 
most energetic and industrious race that 
has ever dwelt on the earth And we 
insist on the execution of the laws with- 
out evasion 830 long as it is upon the 
statute books, and on the purchase ef the full 
ameunt of silver each month that it provides for, to 
the end that the monetary addition to the circuiat- 
ine mediam shallbe maintained. 

5 That we would call the attention ef the people 
to the fact that in the midst of ali the troubles of the 
time the vaiue ofthe national bond and the lega! 
tender money, whether made of gold, silver or 
paper has not fa len. The aistrust is not of the 
Govermwiwent or its money, but of the banks which 
have, as we believe, precipitated the preseat panic 
om the country in aa ill-advised effort to control Con- 

ress on the silver question and the issue of 
bonds. We invite the bankers to attend to 
their legitimate business and permit the rest of the 
people to have their full share in the control of the 
Government, In this way they will do much to 
restore that confidence which is s0 #1%neces- 
sary to the rosperity of the people. It 
must not be forgotten that while boards 
of trade, chambers of commerce, bankers 
and money 4ealers are worthy and valuable meno in 
their place; the republiccan more safely repose on 
the great mass of its peaceful tollers and producers, 
and that this business man's age’’ is rapidly ex- 
terminating the business men of this country. The 
time has come when the politics of the nation 
should revert as far as possibile to 
the conditions out of which the republic arose 
We suggest for consideration that the refusal of the 
opponents of bimetallism to provide any substituie 
for the law or to elaborate any 
plan future indicates an 
ignorance of our finaneial needs or an unwillingness 
to take the public into their confidence; and we de- 
nounce the attempt to unconditionally repeal the 
Sherman lav as ap attempt to secure gold mono- 
meta.isem ina flagrant violation of the last national 
platforms of all political parties. 
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ASK FOR REPEAL. 

TACOMA, Wash., Aug. 2.—The Chamber of 
Commerce last evening adopted a resolution 
asking for the immediate repeal of the Sher- 
man silver purchase act, declaring the wide- 
spread disaster and distress at present pre- 


valling are largely the direct outcome of the 
threatehened overturning of the protective 
policy of the country and requesting the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives to adopta 
joint resolution to the effect that no legisia- 
tion shall, during the next four years, be 
effected upon the subject, or in any way 
affecting the duties levied upon imports of 
merchandise, 

An amendment offered by Nelson Bennett 
to the latter clause was adopted, as follows: 
**Excepting that those articles including su. 
ver which are aot nowon the protected list 
shall have equitable protection with all 
others.

All efforts to ascertaifi Whe he was or the 
motive for his cowardly astault have been in 
vain and deep mystery surrounds the affair. 
Miss Bell has been in apt. Turner’s family 
for a number of years. She 
occasionally came te St. Louis, 
and on Monday evening returned 
to the depot at Nor fom this city an 
proceeded home ina riage. " 

SHOT AT THES WIDOW. 

She reached the house safely, and some 
time afterward approached one of the win- 
dows with a light tm her hand when 
the shot was fired, the ball. entering 
the shoulder and inficting a paintul 
wound. The household was thrown intoa 
state of great confusion aui terror, as it was 
feared Miss Bell was killed. A message was 
dispatchedto Weliston for Dr. Miller, who 
went at once to Normandy and dressed Miss 
Bell’s wounds, He promotinced the injury 
not of a dangerous charactir, and to-day she 
was reported as getting alcng nicely. 

SAID TO HAVE FOLLOWED HER. 

One story told of the Shoeting is that Mrs.

Delay in Pension Payments. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2.—Owing to th 
disinclination of the National Banks of the 
country to part with thelr currency at this 
time, itis probable that the pensioners who 


are to be paid this month will experience a 
delay in receiving their money. This state 
of affairs is brougit about by the banks, 
which have heretofore cashedall pension 
checks presented, but now several of the 
more prominent banks in the West have 
notified the Treasury Department that in 
view of the financial stringency they do not 
feel justified in continuing at present 
the policy pursued by them in the past. 
All pensions are pad by check, drafts at the 
agency in favorof the pensioners, generally 
on the Sub-Treasurs at New York. The cus- 
tom has been for the pensioner to present 
his check at his local bank,receive the money 
for it, the bank in tarn sending it on to New 
New York for collection. This requires con- 
siderable ready money. in some instances 
$100,000 a day. 

Acting Secretary Curtis has suggested to 
banks that are not inclinéd to cash these 
checks, that if they will deposit United States 
bonds in exchange for currency he will de-

Sir Richard Temple Suggests That En- 
gland Pay Part of the Indemnity. 


Loypon, Aug. 2.—In the Commons, after 
the. announcement that the blockade had 
been raised, Sir Richard Temple (Con- 
servative), member tor the  Kingston- 
on-the-Thames, division of Surrey, 
asked for information as to certain 
points of the Franco-Slamese dispute. 
Sir Richard had held high positions in the 
East, having at different times being Com- 
missioner of the Central provinces of India.

A shrewd game to Induce Mayor Walbridge 
to remit a fine was neatly dlocked in the 
Mayor’s office this morning by the unex- 
pected appearance of the mother of the girl 
who was fined and who is at present serving 
out her sentence in the Work-house. 

The girl’s name is Kate O'Leary and she is 
an octoroon, who, whenin possession of her 
freedom, leadsa very questionable life, as 
she is set down on the record in the Mayor’s 
office as a disSeputable woman. Her mother 
is Mrs. Mary Murphy, a widow, 
who, in addition to this daughter 
by the first husband, has two more 
aged respectively 18 and 14 years, by a sec- 
ond. On July 7 last Kate took it into her 
head that she would beat her old mother for 
reprimanding her on the course 
of life she was pursuing. She 
proceeded to gratify this desire 
when, a policeman appearing on the scene, 
she was arrested for disturbing the peace. 
The next day she was tried on the charge 
and fined $100. In default of payment she 
was sent to the Work- house. 

The next day her mother went to the 
Mayor’s office and asked Sergt. McGrew that 
under no circumstance should thefine be 
remitted. Anotetothis effect was made on 
the margin of the record. 

Some days ago a man whose name is not 
given called at the Mayor’s office and stated 
that the mother of Kate O’Leary was sick,

STUDYING AMERICAN HORSES. 


The Mission of Von Vetting, Director of 
the German Government £tud. 

New York, Aug. 2.—Burchard Von Oetting. 
Director of the Government Stud at Berbeck, 
Germany, is here on his way to the World’s 
Fair to examine thoroughly the horses to be 
exhibited there. He will examine into our 
methods of breeding, training, feeding and 
improving horses. He intends to go thor- 
oughly intothe horse question while in this 


country and take back to Germany every im- 
rovement that can possibly be of any use 
u the royal stables. 

Speaking ot his visit to this country he 
Said: 1 have been sent here to make a 
careful study of every kind of horse 
raised here, beginning with the _ thor.- 
oughbred and going down to your broncho, 
used by the cowboys on the plains. 
We, in Germany need horses for the army, 
and every other consideretion is put aside 
for the sake of getting good mounts for our 
cavalry. You know we cotld not exist with- 
out a good cavalry, as we have enemies, the 
Freneh and Russians, andin order to have 
the cavalry service of the best, it is of para- 
mount importance the horses be of the best. 
No country needs good moants for its cavalry 
as bad as Germany, for the very land itself is 
not fitted for producing good animals. Ger- 
many’s soil is too sandy, it climate is poor 
for breeding horses and there is no lime ex- 
cept in East Prussia, and there we have only 
four months of pasture, the winter is so 
long. Prussia is as gocd as England or 
America for horses, with the exception of 
the cold. Me have not the dest thorough- 
breds, not near as good as England and this 
country, nor have wethebest trotters, but 
we have the best half breeds in the world, 
The half breed is used forthe Cavalry and no 
country has any that caneven be compared

HYPNOTISM IN COURT. 


A Doctor Accused of Olouding the Mem- 
ory of a Witness. 


TACOMA, Wash., Aug. 2.—An unusual charge 
was made against the complainant in a suit 
at law on trial in the Federal Court here. 
The suit was for $40,000 damages, and was 
brought by Dr. J. S. Wintermute against 
James Stinson, a Chicago stockman.

The Court granted a motion for a non-suit, 
and Stinson began, through several of the 
leading law firms, to introduce his evidence.

BOGARD’S CASES GO OVER. 


No Hearing This Morning—The Building 
Association Directors Severely Scored. 


The charges of fraud and forgery in the 
third degree against Milo T. Bogard, the de-

A Missing .Connecticut Man Turns Up 
Very Unexpectediy. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Aug. 2.—Missing James 
Carson made his whereabouts Known in an 
unexpected way. ‘‘If you have no objec- 
tions, I prefer to settie my own estate,’’ he 
wrote from San Axntonlo, Tex., this week, to 
his wife, in Torrington. The letter was a 
great surprise to all the man’s friends, as he 
had been given up for dead, and ex-Insurance 
Commissioner Fyler had been given the cus- 
tody of his business. 


James Carson was one of the big men of 
Torrington.

It 
was a great surprise when it leaked out last 
September that Carson was $30,000 behind in 
his accounts with the Seymour company, 
and that he had been crooked in engineer- 
ing some land schemes.

Viable position. Suddenly, on Oct. 10, he 
disappeared from a Naugatuck train, leaving 
his valise behind. He was supposed to have 
committed suicide. Carson says he has just 
left a hospital in San Antonio and is now 
well.
